It was tinnily decided that the only 
w ay to make the enemy show hi. f- vee 
w a s to try to cross the ford in our 
front, 
lf thi" succeeded, tilt' enemy 
was to be driven out of his works, if 
possible: if not. be would drive us back 
across the ford, probably with severe 
loss to our troops. 
Reluctantly, under 
those conditions, the division was or­ 
ganised for the Avork, 
Leaning the advance guard, which 
consisted of a squadron of cavalry. 
aa as Captain 
V>h. 
His 
instructinW 
contemplated that 
only b i s 
advance 
guard should cross. 
It was hoped that 
this maneuvre would draw the enemy 
from behind h > breastworks ami canso 
him to display bis force. 
Ash advanced

Not 
only were they forced to supply food 
and bulging, but anything of value in 
the house was pretty likely to be seized 
by the unwelcome visitors. 
The pride

of Holland, or the very modern wind­ 
mill" of our own farms, which turn as 
the wind shifts, the huge fans of the 
French mills are turned about by a 
haml-lever. 
During the war these mills did good 
service in indicating to the French 
officers the whereabouts of the Prus­ 
sian army. The fans of the mills av ere 
arranged so that they faced the spot 
where the forces of the encinv were 
the thickest, the m ills thus serving as 
sig n a ls that could be seen a long dis­ 
tance aAvay. 
The 
Prussians 
never 
learned the trick. Avhich avos employed 
all through the war.

Bureau of the Census has ju-t 
made public the statistics of man- 
ufacturers for 1905, of the four 
territories it is proposed to bring 
into the Union as two states. 
These figures show that, if joined, 
Oklahoma and Indian Territory 
t* 11 have as a state far greater 
m nufacturing importance than 
perhaps any of the States had at 
the time of their admission. 


The value of Indian Territory's 


manufacture's last year, for ex- 
ample, was $7,909,451, an increase 
of more than 200 per cent over 
the value of the manufactures of 
1900. 
The value of Oklahoma's 


- Manufactured products last year 


wos $16,549,656, an increase in 


five years of 200.6 per cent, or 
jast -02 per cent less than the in 
crease in Indian Territoiy. 


There are 466 manufactaring 


establishments in Indian Terri- 
tory, an increase of 160 per cent 
and 67C. in Oklahoma, an increase 
of 107 percent.

ritory the capital 
invested in 


manufacturing is $5,01G,t>54, an 
'increase of '315 per cent in five 


I years and in Oklahoma $11,107, 


7t>3, an increase of olo per cent.

Washington, Feb. 
19.—The 


Bureau of the Census has ju«t 
made public the statistics of man- 
ufacturers for 1905, of the four 
territories it is proposed to bring 
into the Union as two states. 
These figures show that, if joined, 
Oklahoma and Indian Territory 
w! 11 have as a state far greater 
m nufacturing importance than 
perhaps any of the States had at 
the time of their admitfeion. 


The value of Indian Territory'* 


manufacture's last year, for ex- 
ample, was $7,909,451, an increase 
of more than 200 per cent over 
the value of the manufacture* of 
1900. 
The value of Oklahoma's 


manufactured products last year 
wos $16,549,656, an increase in 


five years of 200.6 per cent, or 
just -02 per cent less than the in 
crease in Indian Territoiy. 


There are 466 manufacturing 


establishments in Indian Terri- 
tory, an increase of 160 per cent 
and 67('» \\\ Oklahoma, an increase 
of 107 percent. 
In Indian Ter- 


ritory the capital 
invested in 


manufacturing is $5,01G,t>54, an 
increase of 'J15 per cent in five 
year*, and in Oklahoma $11,107,- 
7(53, an increase of olo per cent.

COURAGE WAS APPRRCIATHD. 


N the winter of 1804 Lee's 
army was in camp along 
the Rapidan River. 
The 


T'nion forces under Mcadc 
occupied the country across 
the river. iJeneral Merritt 


then a cavalry commander, and 
the cavalry were always busy making 
reconnaissances, although the severity 
of the weather had suspended other 
operations. Ucueral Merritt tells, this 
•tory: 
• One morning iu February my division 
of cjiralry started with instructions to 
discover the extent of the enemy's 
force on the Rapidau without bringing 
on n general engagement. In due time 
,we fouiul ourselves face to face w i t h 
the enem.\. aud the river between. A 
lively skirmish with small arms began. 
bnt the result was insignificant. The 
*nemy declined to show force beyond 
.what was necessary to engage our skir- 
mish line. The breastworks were long 
and formidable, but whether they were 
occupied by few or many soldiers out- 
most ingenious plans failed to discover. 


It was finally decided that the only 


way to make the enemy show hi: force 
•was to try to cross the ford in our 
front. 
If this succeeded, the enemy 


was io be driven out of his works, if 
possible: if not. he would drive us back 
Across the ford, probably with severe 
Ions to our troops. 
Reluctantly, under 


these conditions, the division was or 
gjMilssd for tho work. 


Leading the advance award, whicl 


•consisted of a Mittailron of cavalry 
was Captain 
Ash. His instructions 


contemplated that 
only his

fill.trd should cross. It was hoped that 
this ma lieu \ re would draw the eneni> 
from behind his Itreastwerks and cau«>' 
him to display his force.

of one little home was a clock that had 
been owned by the family for nearly 
n century. 
AVhcn'it was learned that 


the soldiers were coming, at tho sug- 
gestion of the mater familias tho clock 
was taken to pieces and the parts 
hidden In different places about the 
house. 


The %)ldiers arrived. After they had 


been there a couple of days the peasant 
returned from bis work at night to find 
the clock standing on the shelf, ticking 
away as usual. One of the Prussians, 
being of a mechanical turn, had discov- 
ered the ruse. 
He had accordingly 


hunted up all the pieces of the clock 
and put them together. T'ie soldiers 
were ordered elsewhere a day or two 
later, but the clock was left behind. 


All through that section of the coun- 


try. Known as the "granary of France," 
there are windmills. Unlike the mills 
of Holland, or the very modem wind- 
mills of our own farms, which turn as 
the wind shifts, the lunxe fans of the 
French mills are turned about by a 
hand-lever.

During the war these mills did good 


service in indicating to the French 
officers the whereabouts of Hie Prus- 
sian army.
